THE GRADING SYSTEM FOE THE COUN- 


TRY SCHOOLS. 


Professor W. C. AVhitfoiYl, superintendent 
of public instruction, has issued a circu- 
lar on the grading system for the counl ry 
schools, which will be read with much in- 
terest, by every one who has an anxious 
desire to see the common school system 
of the State raised to the •highest perfec- 
tion possible. 
The subject has attracted 


the attention of the State teachers' associ- 
ation for some time past, and the in- 
stitute 
committee 
of 
the 
'.Nor- 


mal 
regents 
have 
also 
had 


the. question under consideration. 
The 


purposes of the pamphlet circular issued 
by Professor Whittord, is to show the 
grading system can be adopted, its 
fun- 


damental principles, the principal obsta- 
cles to be encountered in the establish- 
ment of the system, the advantages grow- 
ing out 
of the system, the 
essential 


points therein, and the general course of 
study. 


Professor Wlhtford says the power lo 


establish this grading system clearly be- 
longs to the boards and teachers in charge 
of 
the 
common 
schools, 
and 
ho 


strongly 
urges 
upon 
them 


the necessity of recalling the iusl.ruct.ioii 
on this subject which has been supplied 
through the institutes and other sources; 
and also to examine carefully the plans 
set forth in tlie circular, to put them i n t o 
vigorous execution, and to adhere: to 
them u n t i l they are incorporated into the 
management of the school. 


He marks out the essential point in the 


system of graded schools, as the adoption 
of a definite course of study which 
em- 


braces the branches required by law to be 
taught 
in 
the 
school, 
and 
Ihe 


requiring 
of 
the 
pupils 
to 
observe 


this cour.se of study in all its important 
and successful details. Ami he also re- 
minds the boards and teachers that the 
promotion of one pupil'from one study 
to another, from one grade to another 
and his completion of the whole course, 
can bo accurately determined as the re- 
sult of an olHciont system of examina- 
tions. There are some obstacles to this 
grading system, among which are the 
irregular attendance of pupils} the too 
frequent change of teachers; the short 
terms 
of 
many 
schools, 
and 
the 


varying 
length 
of 
the 
terms; 


the lack of uniformity of the text books; 
the unbalanced education 
of the older 


pupils; the absence of any reliable rec- 
ord of the work done by former teachers; 
and the unwillingness of many district 
boards to put into practical operation the 
radical changes suggested by the grading 
system. 


But the system has been tried 111 other 


States, and it has been successful; and 
there is 
no reason why 
such

grading 
of 
the 
common 
schools 


can 
not 
be ' successfully 
accom- 


plished iu Wisconsin. Wo hope the 
school boards and teachers will give tluv 
circular a careful study, and then act 
upon the advice and suggestions therein 
given.
